While effectually preventing, for today, passage of the Cum- 


mins resolution, which provides specifically for debate next Mon- 
day, senate Democrats failed to eliminate the "danger" of pro- 
longed discussion of the president's ideas.

Cummins resolution automatically went to the calendar, Whence it 
can be called up at any time on Cummins' motion. Action on the 
resolution cannot be "taken without a vote but the senator's mere mo- 
tion to nave Uncalled up can precipitate debate.

Taking forethought in a most vital matter Mr. George Mat- 


thews, with the energy and enthusiasm characteristic of him is agi- 
tating that firtiin extension, of the flood wall .shall follow the gen- 
eral conm' of the river. To do this would take in a large section 
o! lowlands that lie to the southeast- It has been quite generally as- 
snned that such a plan would not be feasible because of the enor- 
rions cost that would be entailed in the construction of a wall of the 
hdfhth required. Surveys and drawings in the city engineer s of- 
ficTarc said not to justify this conclusion. ' Accepting as unques- 
tioned that eventually a flood wall is to surround the entire city, it 
appear, that on any course its lines may be laid, other than than 
inclusive of the lowlands, it would be not as much as five feet 
lower This would not seem to make protection of the lowlands, 
cith« impossible ,or impracticable. The higher wall would hold, 
of that there can be no doubt, and it seems of supreme.importance 
that the lowlands should be raised to the most valuable asset the 
city can h.ve, when its future growth is considered. Thinking men 
Hre beginning to realize that the most serious menace the town 
has to development is the scarcity of available industrial sites. 
Protected from high waters no more desirable locations could be de- 
sired than would be then furnished by the lowlands. Situated on 
the river bank and adjacent to all railroads entering the city their 
shipping facilities would be unrivaled. It should not be taken for 
granted they can not he utilized for important purposes, hut to the 
contrary they should be held as a most, potential asset in the future 
cf Portsmouth and every effort strained to make them such.

Taking forethought in a most vital matter Mr. George Jlat- 


theirs, with the energy and enthusiasm characteristic of him, is agi- 
tating that future extensions of the flood wall shall follow the gen- 
eral course of the viver. To do this would take in a large section 
of lowlands that lie to the southeast. It has been quite generally as- 
suued that sur-h a plan would not be. feasible because of the enor- 
mous cost that would be entailed in the construction of a wall of the 
heiglith required. Surveys and drawings in the city engineer's of- 
iiec arc- said not to justify this conclusion. Accepting as unques- 
tioned that GVL'iitnally a flood wall is to surround the entire city, it 
appeal's that on any course its lines may be laid, other than those 
inclusive of the lowlands, it would be riot as much as five feet 
lower. This would not seem to make protection of the lowlands, 
cither impossible or impracticable. The higher Wall would hold, 
of that there can bc.nbfdonbt, and it seems,of supreme importance 
that the lowlands should be raised to the most valuable asset the 
city nan have, when its future growth is considered. Thinking men 
are beginning to realize that the most serious menace the town 
has to development is the scarcity of available industrial sites. 
Protected from high waters no more desirable locations could be de- 
sired than would be then furnished by the lowlands. Situated on 
the river bank and adjacent to all railroads entering the city their 
shipping facilities would be unrivaled. It should not be taken for 
granted they can not be utilized for important purposes, biit to the 
contrary they should be held as » most potential asset in the future 
of Portsmouth and every effort strained to make them such.
